Blake McCowan scored 18 
points and grabbed 10 rebounds 
as the Cougars rolled to a 67-32 
victory over East Carter in the 
semifinals of the EKC tourna- 
ment at Vanceburg Tuesday 
evening. 

After falling behind 5-0 early 
in the first quarter, Matthew 
Perry’s team scored 27 unan- 
swered points enroute to a com- 
manding 32-7 lead at the half. 
Morgan County’s strong start was 
followed by an equally impres- 
sive finish. John Robert 
Henderson and Matt Harris com- 
bined for the Cougars’ final 13 
points of the game as Morgan 
completed the rout of the previ- 
ously undefeated Raiders. 

“I’m just proud to be associ- 
ated with such a fine group of 
young men,” said Coach Perry 
after the game. “We played ex- 
tremely well, executed and made 
good decisions.” 

Nathaniel Peyton scored 1 1 for 
Morgan while John Robert 
Henderson and Katlin Haney had 
nine apiece. Devan Adkins and 
Matt Harris both tallied eight 
points. 

The win earns Morgan a spot 
in tonight’s EKC championship 
game, also in Vanceburg. Game 
time is 7:30.

Kentucky Trans- 
portation Cabinet 
Secretary Bill 
Nighbert joined lo- 
cal officials in West 
Liberty last Friday 
to cut a ribbon cer- 
emonially marking 
the opening of a new 
section of Ky. 7. Be- 
cause of bitterly cold 
temperatures, the 
ceremony was con- 
ducted at the Mor- 
gan County Com- 
munity Center. 

“This new high- 
way provides a vital 
transportation link 
not only to local 
residents, but to all 
of Eastern Ken- 
tucky,” Secretary 
Nighbert told a 
crowd of over 100 
that included local 
and area officials, 
Transportation 
Cabinet officials, 
and local citizens. 

Nighbert noted that 
Ky. 7 is an important 
connector link be- 
tween the Mountain 
Parkway and Interstate 64 and is 
destined to become a link in a ma- 
jor north-south route linking 1-75 
and 1-64. 

The realigned sector replaces 
a substandard, but heavily trav- 
eled, older alignment that 
Neighbert described as narrow, 
marked by hazardous curves, and 
prone to slips and slides. “This 
new section of road represents a 
major safety improvement,” 
Neighbert said, “and will benefit 
economic development efforts in 
the region. It also will improve 
access to education and health 
care opportunities for those liv- 
ing in Morgan and nearby coun- 
ties.” 

The new 2.1 -mile alignment 
opened to traffic in September. 
Some final surfacing and land- 
scaping work remains to be com- 
pleted, along with guard rail in- 
stallation, before the construction 



project is complete. The contract 
was awarded on the 
$13,052,742.94 project in Janu- 
ary 2003 and work began later 
that year. H. B. Elkins, public in- 
formation officer at the District 
10 Highway Department office in 
Jackson, said change orders and 
modifications approved during 
the course of the construction to- 
taled $3,423,814.06 and the cost 
of relocating utilities was $65,893 
for a total of $16,476,557. Design 
and right-of-way acquisition 
costs were not available at press 
time. 

Morgan Judge Executive Tim 
Conley, who arranged and em- 
ceed the ribbon-cutting cer- 
emony, welcomed guests and rec- 
ognized visitors, including Patty 
White from Gov. Fletcher’s re- 
gional office; Department of 
Highways District Engineer 
Linda Wright-Justice; Lester 



Wimpy representing the contrac- 
tor, Bizzack Bros., and local and 
area visitors. 

Conley joined District Engi- 
neer Wright-Justice and Secretary 
Nighbert in recognizing the ef- 
forts of State Senators Robert 
Stivers and Walter Blevins and 
State Rep. John Will Stacy, who 
he said deserve the credit for as- 
suring the completion of the new 
sector, and former Morgan judge 
executive Sid Stewart, under 
whose administration the realign- 
ment project was begun and “who 
worked with John Will in getting 
this project on the road.” 

State Rep. Stacy proclaimed 
the new sector “a major achieve- 
ment for Morgan County.” 

“This is a big project for Mor- 
gan County,” Stacy said, noting 
that “$15 million and the moving 
of 4 million yards of earth” were

The statement of my son is way 
out of character. The writer did 
not need the assistance of my 
nine-year-old son to make her 
point. My statement to the re- 
porter of the Lexington Herald 
was this: He asked if we thought 
our son would have a future in 
Eastern Kentucky. My statement 
to him was that every parent 
hopes their sons or daughters 
could be a doctor or maybe a vet- 
erinarian or lawyer, and was not 
meant to slam the fine people of 
Eastern Kentucky that fulfill 
these positions. 

I had three interviews with this 
reporter to discuss the economic 
development of jobs in Eastern 
Kentucky, including the jobs lost 
at Whiting Mfg. Company. My 
mission statement to the reporter 
was stated at the beginning of the 
interview that manufacturing 
companies need to explore East- 
ern Kentucky and the availabil- 
ity of its work force. If given the 
opportunity, the people would 
exceed all their demands. 

As with many articles, some 
contents are used out of context 
to emphasize a point in order to 
make the article more effective 
for that particular reporter’s needs 
regarding their story. 

Mrs. Kennell Lewis appar- 
ently knows nothing of Jim 
Fleshman and if she did, would 
have not made such a harsh judg- 
ment of my family or myself. Just 
ask around to some of the fine 
people she used as an example 
that know my family and myself. 
And by the way, I smelled the 
coffee 15 years ago in Eastern 
Kentucky and that’s why my fam- 
ily and I decided not to move out 
of eastern Kentucky and Morgan 
County. 

And, yes, we always hope for 
a future in Eastern Kentucky for 
all our families. We just need to 
convince employers to tap the 
natural resources of its great 
people.

This is in response to the let- 
ter to the editor from Mr. Davis 
about my son, Daniel Haney. 

We have been advised that Mr. 
Davis doesn’t have any children 
and so how can he feel the pain 
hurt that I and my husband and 
our small son had to go through, 
not to mention the loneliness of 
our nine-year-old son from losing 
the one person he worshiped and 
loved very much.

As for Mr. Nickell, all that we 
were asking was for him to take 
the steps to get our son the help 
that he knew he needed after our 
son failed his drug tests. Mr. 



him to put him in rehab or in jail. 
Instead, he told us to go and have 
our son kicked out of our house 
and get a restraining order. This 
wasn’t what my son needed. He 
needed his help to get off these 
drugs. This was a bright and in- 
telligent young man that needed 
a hand to help him back. Three 
days later, my son died. 

It appears that Mr. Davis did 
not know the facts before writ- 
ing his letter to the editor. 

We have the feeling that it was 
felt that my son was too far gone 
and wasn’t worth the effort. 
There is no young person too far 
gone. With the proper help my 
son could have been saved. 

There doesn’t need to be any 
more children or young adults 
that need to go through this. We 
have to make sure that when an- 
other child or young adult is un- 
der probation that the authorities 
are doing their job correctly and 
not just letting these young 
people slide on the rules that were 
set before them. That’s the rea- 
son they were put there — to be 
enforced. 

If Mr. Davis could face my 
nine-year-old son and answer his 
question — “Why did it happen 
and why did it have to be my 
brother?” only then would he 
know how we feel. This is going 
to be the hardest Christmas. We 
will be mourning the loss of our 
son. It is our opinion that all could 
have been prevented by Mr. 
Nickell if he had listened to our 
plea. 

In my opinion, and others’, 
Mr. Nickell should resign from 
his job and let someone in there 
that will help troubled kids and 
young adults. 

Other children are going to 
need our help and we all need to 
make sure they receive the help 
they deserve. Our young people 
are our future. 

My son, Daniel, gave his little 
brother some sound advice, 
which was, “Bob, never do the 
things I’ve done or try the things 
I have. Be a good boy.” That ad- 
vice will always be there for 
Jamie, who loved his brother a 
great deal. 

So please, young and old, 
please never shut the door on 
anybody that needs help like it 
was shut up on my son. 

Mr. Davis, I hope that all pro- 
bation officers whey they see a 
child or young adult that needs 
help getting off drugs, do every- 
thing in their power to see that 
they get that help instead of turn- 
ing them away.

The Licking Valley Courier 
was sold by F. S. Brong to E. W. 
Kinner on August 31, 1944. 
Kinner was the past editor of The 
Big Sandy News at Louisa. F. S. 
(Samuel Frances) Brong bought 
the Courier in 1926 from 
Hovermale & Elam. Earl Kinner 
will be assisted in the business by 
his brother, Fred B. Kinner. 

Roscoe Brong bids farewell as 
editor of the Courier saying, he 
“believes the Courier is in good 
hands and will continue to im- 
prove and progress with the com- 
munity.” 

Mr. Kinner plans to move to 
West Liberty soon. He has a wife 
and six year old son (Earl Jr.). 
Kinner took an active part in the 
Louisa paper in 1935. He at- 
tended University of Kentucky 
specializing in journalism and for 
a time was employed by the Lex- 
ington Herald. He is Associated 
Press correspondent at Louisa and 
also manager of the Louisa bu- 
reaus of the Ashland Daily Inde- 
pendent and Huntington Herald 
Dispatch. He is also a member of 
the State Board of Education, ap- 
pointed by Keen Johnson in 1 94 1 .

Civil War in Kentucky is 
focus of new publication 



Just in time for Christmas giv- 
ing, Kentucky s Civil War 1861- 
1865 is perhaps the most compre- 
hensive book yet published on the 
Civil War in Kentucky. 

The 160 page, four-color, hard- 
back book contains 52 articles and 
essays by 30 Kentucky authors, 
including State Historian Dr. Jim 
Klotter.

The book includes accounts of 
11 major Civil War battles, ar- 
ticles about the many civilian and 
military leaders during the con- 
flict, the role of African Ameri- 
cans, and relates how two future 
presidents, U.S. Grant, and James 
Garfield, first found fame in Ken- 
tucky. 

Most Kentuckians are unaware 
that three different cities (Frank- 
fort, Bowling Green, and 
Russellville) enjoyed the spot- 
light, however briefly, as the capi- 
tal of the Confederacy. The im- 
portance of women to the war ef- 
fort on both sides. 

How and why Confederate 
Guerrilla William Clarke 
Quantrill sought refuge in Ken- 
tucky following the Lawrence, 
Kansas, massacre is related. There 
is also the story of the hanging of 
“Sue Mundy” just a few days be- 



fore the war ended, protesting his 
innocence almost to his dying 
breath. 

The book also contains an 
original four-color, pull-out map 
which provides detailed informa- 
tion on battles, skirmishes, his- 
toric sites, forts, cemeteries, rail- 
roads, and confederate defensive 
lines.

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and staff. 

We hope everyone had a happy 
Thanksgiving. We have parked 
our mowing equipment for the 
winter months and have attached 
our snow removal equipment to 
the trucks. We have secured a 
$170,000 snow removal/mowing 
contract with the state for another 
year. This will allow us to help 
the state maintain all roads in 
Morgan County. 

When a snow or ice event hap- 
pens, it takes a little time for road 
crews to get across the whole 
county. However, we will try to 
do the removal as quickly as pos- 
sible. If your local road has not 
been touched within 10 to 12 
hours after a snow or ice event, 
call my office at 606-743-3897 
and report this to us. If it is on a 
weekend and the office is closed, 
the road crew will be out doing 
their jobs — they check in with 
me often when we have a week- 
end event. When the office is 
closed, you can call 606-743- 
4385, which is the non-emer- 
gency number at the West Liberty 
Dispatch Center. 

We are here to serve and will 
work for you, the Morgan County 
citizens, throughout the winter 
months. 

We are adding two more dump 
trucks equipped with salt spread- 
ers and plows to our fleet, which 
brings us up to four dump trucks, 
three one- ton trucks, one grader, 
and two three-quarter ton trucks.

Coyotes in the capital no harbinger of joy

FRANKFORT - The decora- 
tions are up all over the capital 
city. The state Christmas tree is 
lighted, and it ought to be a fes- 
tive time at the Capitol. 

The coyotes that have been 
spotted roaming in the neighbor- 
hood, however, may be a more 
appropriate symbol of the holiday 
mood under the dome right now. 

It cannot be an especially joy- 
ful time of year for Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher and his family. 

Two of three Court of Appeals 
judges last week didn’t appear 
impressed with arguments by 
Fletcher’s attorney that the 
governor’s blanket pardon of any- 
one but himself who may have 
violated state personnel laws ren- 
ders the special grand jury here 
powerless to hand down any new 
indictments covered by the par- 
don or even to make a public re- 
port of its findings. 

The judges didn’t think it was 
proper to interfere with a grand 
jury’s investigation. A final deci- 
sion is expected by Christmas. 

If that decision goes against 
Fletcher, it will be appealed to the 
Kentucky Supreme Court. If it 
goes in Fletcher’s favor, Attorney 
General Greg Stumbo, whose of- 
fice is leading the grand jury in- 
vestigation, will appeal to the 
state’s highest court. 

So the political agony will 
continue well into the new year. 

That means the personnel 
scandal will coincide with the 90- 
day legislative session that begins 
next month, a session important 
to any hope that Fletcher has of 



gaining voter approval for a sec- 
ond term in office in 2007. 

So far Fletcher hasn’t given 
much public indication of what 
initiatives he plans for the Gen- 
eral Assembly next year other 
than vague discussion of tort re- 
form, an issue that will divide the 
Republican Senate from the 
Democratic House and probably 
lead to yet another stalemate. 

At this point, Fletcher ought to 
be looking for issues to back that 
generate bipartisan support and as 
a result, demonstrate his ability 
to lead the state in a positive di- 
rection. 

Tort reform isn’t one of those 
issues. 

And the realities of the budget 
Fletcher must present the General 
Assembly don’t offer much en- 
couragement either. 

Yes, tax collections are up as 
the state’s economy has improved 
over the last two years. There will 
be more money to spend over the 
next two-year budget period than 
the one that ends in June. 

The problem, however, is that 
there will not be enough of that 
new tax revenue to meet all of the 
multitude of demands from every 
area of state government. 

Pay raises for employees and 
teachers as well as higher costs 
for their health insurance will take 
a large portion of the revenue 
growth. There also is looming cri- 
sis in the state retirement system 
after too many years of 
underfunding. 

Crowded prisons must be re- 
lieved somehow. There’s the $75 
million Fletcher promised Louis- 



ville for a new downtown arena, 
such as well as hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in requested new 
construction on university and 
college campuses. 

Finally but no less critical, 
there is the state’s share in the 
$450 million deficit in the Med- 
icaid program that somehow must 
be found. 

The state budget that Fletcher 
sends legislators will be as thick 
as a big-city telephone book. In 
good times, that budget is rela- 
tively easy to craft. In hard times, 
it’s a case of ordering agencies to 
trim their spending by a certain 
percentage. But when times be- 
gin improving after a period of 
budget cuts, everyone is trying to 
make up for lost ground, and thus 
there is no way to accommodate 
all of those various interests. 

Fletcher’s budget staff is 
working overtime trying to meet 
as many of the demands for 
higher funding as possible within 
the constraints of what new rev- 
enue is expected over the next 
two years. That cannot be easy 
right now in an administration 
that sees itself under siege and a 
governor distracted by a scandal 
that simply won’t go away. 

All the while, hungry coyotes 
are stalking around near the Capi- 
tol with its lighted Christmas tree 
on the front lawn.

Ky. high court says 
rural electric coops 
limited to electricity 

The Kentucky Supreme Court 
ruled Wednesday that rural elec- 
tric cooperatives, "which were 
created to bring power to se- 
cluded areas during the Depres- 
sion, are still restricted to gener- 
ating, distributing and selling that 
electricity," reports The Associ- 
ated Press. 

“The divided court ruling 
overturns an earlier victory for 
the Jackson Energy Cooperative 
Corp.” of McKee, formerly the 
Jackson County Rural Electric 
Cooperative Corp., “which 
wanted to sell propane gas and 
offer an array of other services, 
including such things as tree- 
trimming,” AP reports, noting 
that the years-old case "has been 
closely watched in the utility in- 
dustry.” 

“The statute authorizes only 
activities that are consistent with 
the operation of an electric coop- 
erative,” Justice Donald 
Wintersheimer of Covington 
wrote for the 4-2 majority. “The 
language which describes the 
purpose of the cooperative is 
abundantly clear, there is no am- 
biguity.” 

The court's newest justices 
dissented. Justice John Roach of 
Lexington (who is running to 
keep his seat and attended the re- 
cent annual banquet of the Ken- 
tucky Association of Electric Co- 
operatives) said a 1974 change in 
co-op laws “opened the door for 
other services that could include 
the sale of propane,” AP wrote. 
Justice Will T. Scott of Pikeville 
said the majority ignored the 
wishes of the utility's 46,000 cus- 
tomers, as determined by a 1998 
survey and limited competition 
with “a cold winter cornin’.”

An Ordinance of the City of 
West Liberty, Kentucky, Prohib- 
iting the Use of Skateboards and 
Similar Devices on Public Prop- 
erty and Restricting their Use on 
Private Property; Providing for 
penalty for Violation Thereof. 

Definitions 

1. ) SKATEBOARD shall 
mean any board of any material 
which has wheels attached to it 
where such wheels may be used 
for movement or propulsion. 

2. ) SIMILAR DEVICES shall 
include, but not limited to, roller 
skates, roller blades, in line 
skates, coasters and scooters. 

Whereas the use and operation 
of a skateboard or similar device 
upon the streets, roads, sidewalks, 
off street parking facilities and 
private property within the City 
of West Liberty presents an un- 
reasonable danger of personal in- 
jury and property damage, both to 
the user or operator of the skate- 
board or similar device and all 
pedestrians and those operating 
vehicles upon the public streets, 
roads, sidewalks, off street park- 
ing and private property. 

NOW, Therefore, be it or- 
dained by the City of West Lib- 
erty: 

Section I 

No person within the City of 
West Liberty shall use or operate 
nor permit to be used or operated 
a skateboard or similar device on 
any public street, road, and side- 
walk or on any off street parking 
facility offered for public use. 



Section II 

No person within the City of 
West Liberty shall use or operate 
nor permit to be operated a skate- 
board or similar device on any 
private property unless the person 
has obtained the written consent 
of the property owner of the prop- 
erty; and unless the person oper- 
ating the skateboard or similar 
device has in his/her possession 
at the time of operating the writ- 
ten consent of the owners of the 
private property at the time when 
he/she is operating the skateboard 
or similar device. 

Section III 

Any person found in violation 
of this ordinance shall have their 
skateboard or similar device con- 
fiscated and placed in the police 
property room for thirty (30) days 
and shall be fined $25.00 for the 
first offense. 

If any person commits a sub- 
sequent violation of this ordi- 
nance the skateboard or similar 
device shall be forfeited to the 
City of West Liberty and disposed 
of in the manner prescribed by 
law for forfeited property and 
shall be fined not less than $50.00.

Civil War in Kentucky is 
focus of new publication 





and I were on our way from the 
school building on Prestonsburg 
Street going to Long’s Restaurant 
for our lunch break, when we saw 
the figure of a small man trudg- 
ing toward us. I soon recognized 
this to be my own Dad, the one 
who believed in action.

After Kayla Kelly pulled 
the Lady Cougars within one, 
Leslie Eagle tied the game at 15 
with a basket at the 4:15 mark. 
Alyssa Dulen’s field goal knotted 
the game again at 17. However, 
Rowan closed the half on an 8-2 
run to take a 25-19 advantage at 
intermission. 

The Lady Vikings would then 
put some distance between them- 
selves and Morgan in the third 
period, outscoring the Lady Cou- 
gars 16-6 to take a 41-25 lead 
heading into the final eight min- 
utes. Donna Robinson’s team 
would make it interesting late in 
the fourth period. Hannah 
Fugate’s steal and layup reduced 
the deficit to 1 6. A three-point play 
by Kayla Kelly then trimmed the 



Rowan lead to only 11 with 1:30 
to go. But the Rowan lead proved 
to be sufficient as the defending
